God rejected 
this ſacrifice not cn account of the Materials, hut for 
want of Faith and other good Diſpoſitions in him 
that offered it. I he moſt uſual Sacrißce of this 
ſort, both among the Jews and the Gentiles, was 2 
Cake or other Compolitian ofthe Flour or Meal of 
Wheat or Buley, with Salt, to which the Jems by 
the Law of Moſes udded Oyl, I his is call'd a Meat 


Offer ing in the Engliſh I raaſlation of the Old Tef- 


tament, I rather chooſe to call it a Meal- Offering 
becauſe thi; Word expreſſeth the material, of which 
it chiefly conſiſted, Ihe Greek I ranflators dorare- 
Iy call it by any other Name but that of SacRIFICE, 
And none better knew theſe things than thoſe 'I'ran- 
ſlators, who turned the five Books of Moſes from 
the Hebrew intothe Greek Tongue abe ve 250 Years 
before the Birth of Chrift. Ihe Writers of the 
New Teſtament do generally follow theſe Tranſla- 
tors, as often as they cite the Writings of Meſe s. 
Every Sacrifice ſhall be ſalted with Salt, auth “ St. 
Mark. It is evident, that by Sacrifice he meant the 
Meal-Offering. So St. Luke calli the Oflerings of 
Living Creatures hy the name of Slain Beaſts, but 
gives to the Meal Offerings the juſt Title of Sacri- 


fices, Yet in the Place of the Old Teſtament from 


which this Text is cited, our Engliſb Lranſlators 


call the ſlain Beaſts Sacriſices, and the other barely 


Offerings: And fo they do indeed throughout the 


Old Teſtament; for which I cannot praiſe them. 


No Man can doubt but that whatever hath Life, is ct. 7, 


on that account more valuable than Fruit or Corn. 


And God's Acceptance of the Bloody Sacrifices of- 


fered by Abel, Noah, Abraham, and other eminent 
Men, brought theſe ſacrifices into great Reputation

SefF, 8, Yet there is juſtReaſon to believe, that there were 


many more unbloody, than bloody, Sacritices offer- 
ed by the Jews. For all bloody Sacrifices hada Meal 
and Drink-Offering attending them, though the Rab- 
bies except the Oterings tor Sin and Lrefpaſsz ©. 
and in all Caſes a Meal- Offering by it (ſelf ſerved as 
well, as if a living Creature were joined with it, as 
one may fee by comparing the Second Chapter of 
Leviticus with the Firſt and lhird. And he who 
could not ſpare a Beaſt or Fowl, or had it not to offers 
might have his Sin as efeRually atoned by a Meal- 
Fring, as by 2 Bloody-Sacrsfiee. + Ed 
Seck. 9. When a living Creature was offered and ſlain at 
the Altar, and had a Meal-Ofering attending it, 2 
_ Drink-Offering was always added, and never was u- 
ſed but with ſuch a Bloody Sacrince, and this was of 
the beſt Wine; yet this is never called a Sacrifice, 
as the Meal Offering very often is: 1 Nays when all 
1 three were offered together, not the Drink Offering, 
| nor the living Creature; but the Meal Offering 
þ was called the Sacrifice: Ifay it was fo called by the 
Greek Tranflators near thirty 1imes one after anos. 
ther in two Chapters, (viz, ) Numb. xxviii. xxix. 
And thefe Tranflators lived in the "Time when 
theſe Offerings and Sacrifices were practiſed, and 
were ſome of the moſt learned Fews of that Age, 
and therefore did better underſtand the nature of 
theſe I hings than any now living, Further the 
| Meal-Otering, on what oecaſion ſoever it were 
| brought to the Altar, was ftited || Moſt Holy. The 
Fleſh of no Bloody Saerifice (except it were for 
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4 Num. xv. Xxvili. Xxix. + Lev. v. In, 12. a 
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Sin and Treſpaſs ) was diſtinguiſhed with ſo high 
a litle. Nay, the Meal Offering was in one re- 
ſpect more honoured than any other Sacrifice; [ 


mean, that the High-Prieft offered a Sacrifice of 


this ſort, not only upon his Conſecration, but eve= 
9 Day of his Life. As this was an Inſtitution of 


od by ® Moſes; ſo Jaſephus aſſures us, that this 


Sacrifice remained in uſe ull his time, who ſurvived 


the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem and the Temple? 


And it is well known, that theſe unbloody Sacri- 
fices were choſen and praftiſed by the Ancient 


Greeks and Romans, by Pythagoras, and others of 


the beſt Heathens, who thought the killing or eat- 
Ing of Animals unlawful. |

terpreters expreſs this excellently well, by ſaying 


that Men ſhould offer ſuch I hings to God, as were 


moſt pleaſing and acceptable to themſelves, Ihe 
Rabbies ſay, that the very Wood, with which the 
Sacrifices were burnt, was to be of the beſt ſort, not 


Worm-eaten or ſuch as had formerly been uſed 


in building Houſes. || A Bullock or Lamb that 

ad any thing Superfluous or any thing lacking in 
Its parts, might be a voluntary Offering ſor the 
uſe of the Prieſt or the repairs of the I emple, as 


the DeRors underſtand it; but was not qualifyed 
to become a Sacrifice on the Altar, I do not ſay, 


that Men were always to offer abſolutely the beſt, 
but only the beſt in that Kind, of which the Sacri-

mult diſtinguiſn between the various Rites that 
were ufed in ſome or even in molt Sacrifices, and 
thole Actions which were eſteemed neceſſary, and 


uſed as ſuch in all Sacrifices whurfoever, 


1. Shying was neceſf,xy for the moſt part, when 
a living Creature was the Sacrifice; yet fly ing 
was not the Rite whereby the Sacrifice was ofler- 
ed : For any common Perfon, though he neither 
was à Prieſt nor the Owner of a Sacriftce, might 


Kill it. But none but the Prieſt or the Owner 


could in any Senſe be ſaid to offer it. 1 The Bul- 
lock and Goat, whofe Blood were to be carryed 
into the Holy of Holies, and fome other

Sacrifices, were to be killed by the Prieſt: Yet e- 


ven in this Caſey the flaying was not the Action, 
by which the Sacrifice was offered or the Atone- 
ment made. White the Animals were yet alive, 
they were offered to God; and the Atonement was 
made by thus offering them, and by crying their 
Biood into the Holy Place, and ſprinkling it upon 
mie Mercy-Seat. The Scape-Goat was twice of- 
fered, yet not flain at all; though he ſeems to be 
the molt atoning Sacrifice, that was offered in the 
whole Vear. + Auron was to lay both his Hands 
on him, and to confeſs over him all the Iniguities of 
the Children of Ilrael, and to put chem on the

convenient burning of Sxcrifkees, But the Lamb 
offered at the Paſſover, *. was not to be burnt as a 
Sacrifice; only what remained of it till the Morn- 
ing, was to be caſt into the Fire, not with an in- 
tent to offer theſe remains to God. but to prevent 
Profanation. So what was left of any Peace -Offer- 


ing till the third Day, was alſo to be caſt into the 


Fire for the ſame reaſon. Yet this Lamb was +

of Excellence calls it || My Sacrifice. You may 
obſerve, that the Paſſover to be offered in after A- 
ges, Was called a Sacriice, as well as the firſt that 
was offered in Egypt; and when the Jews came to 
haye à ſettled place of publick Worſhip, the Blood 
oF the' Paſchal (*) Lamb was {ſprinkled on the 
Altar. The (+) Two Wave-Lozves were ex preſ- 
ly" called a new Sacrifice by the Greek Tranſlators, 
yet could not be laid on the Altar, becauſe they 
were leavened, I he Perſians and ſome other Peo- 
ple facrificed without Altars or Fire. f 
Spriakling the Blood on an Altar was a Rite in- 
Joined in moſt of the Levitical Bloody Sacrifices, 
For want of Altars, the Iſraelites in Egypt were 
to () ſprinkle the Blood of the Lamb on the Door-

am? after the Iſraelites had afixed Altar 4 and 
ſettled place of Publick Worſhip ; but the Blood of 
the Scapc-Goat could not be ſo ſprinkled. Nor 
does it appear, that this Ceremony was ever uſed 
before the Deliverance of the Iſraelites out of E- 
gypt; nor did the Heathens uſe it at all, or hows 
ever they did not make it a neceſſary Rite of of- 
fering their Bloody Sacrifices, And if waving the - 
Sacrificey or carrying the Blood of it into the Holy 
of Holies in the Temple of Feruſalem, or any 
ſuch like ſingular Ceremony, had been ſo neceſſa- 
ry, that no Sacrifice could be rightly offered without 
it; then the generality of the Oblations, made ei- 
ther at the Few or Gentile Altars, were no Sa- 
criices at all: For theſe Ceremanies were rarely 
uſed, and only in ſome ſpecial Cafes. And the 
Meal Offerings muſt of neceſfity have been pre- 
ſented to God in ſome other manner; and ſuch 
were the myjority of the Sacrifices, which were 
offered by the FW. | 
St. 13. 4. In truth, the only neceſſary Action for the 
85 Offering of Sacrifices, never omitted either by the 
Jews or Gentiles, was that of Prayer addrefled to 
that God, to whom the Sacrifice was preſented, 
Ihe very Nature of Sacrifice directed men to of- 
fer it in this manner. . The way of preſenting a- 
ny hing to our Superiors, taught us by common 
Senſe, is to addref(s our ſelves to them in an hum- 
ble reſpectful manner, and to declare that we in- 
tenchthemthe Gift, as a Token of our Honour and 
_, Eſteem, And as all Mankind did of old worſhip - 
God (whether true or falſe ) by giving him ſomg 
ot-the belt they had, or what they thought would 
be moſt acceptable to him; ſo they did all naturally 
tall imo the fame way of offering them, that is, by 
Freyer. hey did indeed all ule other Rites, in 
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which they differed from each other. But they all 


agreed in the main point, that is, in preſenting the 
Sacrifice by Prayer. There is indeed no plain ex- 


preſs Mention of this in the Levitical Law; at 
leaſt not in the Engliſh Traaſlation of it: nor was: 
there any Occaſion for Moſes to ſpeak of this in 


Words at length; becauſe the Prieſts and People 


had been all uſed to the offering of Sacrifice, and 
well knew that it was to be done by Prayer. Ihey 
well knew, that the Patriarchs + built Altars, and 


called on the name of the Lord, that is they offered 


Sacrifices on the Altars which they had raiſed, and 


offered thoſe Sacrifces by calling on God's Name; 


therefore in this particular they wanted no Initruc- 


tions* But as to the new Rites and Ceremonies 


contained in the Levitical Law, Moſes ſaw juſt oc- 
caſion to be large and particular in mentioning them; 


becauſe the whole Nation had hitherto been Stran- 
gers to them, There is one general Expreſſion, 


which is often repeated by Moſes, and implies Pray+ © 
er, that is making atonement. For this fignties the 


Prieſt's ſolemn Requeſt to God, that he would ac- 


cept the Sacrifice. As often therefore as it is ſaid, - 
that Aaron or his Sons were to make atonement, fo - 
often we are taught this Truth, that Sacrifize was 
offered to God by Prayer, or that it was the Prieſt's 


Office to beg of God, that the Sacrifice might be 
efeftual to the end for which it was offered, And 


we are aſſured by the Femiſh Writers, that this was 


the conſtant practice of their Prieſts, And it is 
certain, that in this point the Gentiles agreed with 


them; that is, they invoked the Name of their 
Gods, and beſeeched them to receive the Gifts or 
Oblations, which they brought to their Altars. And 
however they varied in other matters, in this parti; | 


cular they were all of one Mind.

or for purging the whole Nation, Prieſts, People, 
and Tabernacle; in theſe cales, the || High Prieſt, or 
one of the Pr eſts at leaſt, was to perform the effioe 
of llaying on of Hands, and ſo offering the Sacrifice by: 
Prayer; and the living Creature was in no cale to be, 
lain, till it had thus heen ſolemnly offered. It is true, 
tbe Sacrifice was again to be offered by the Prieſt, 

when he ſprinkled the Bl. od, or put it on the horns 
of the Altar, or brought it into the Holy of Holies; 
and it was by this Oblation of the Prieſt that the A- 
tonement was principally made, Vet it was a ſta- 
ted Rule, that the living Creature ſhould be once 
offered while alive,

This Unworthinefs or 
Unfitneſs for the Service of Worſhip of God, is

God ſays q by 
his Prophet Amos, I hate, I deſpiſe your Feaſts, I 
avill not ſmell, or accept the Fume of your Sacrifices; 
I your ſolemn Agemblies. Though ye Her me Burnt- 
Offerings and Meal-Offerings, I will not accept them. 
The Reaſon of all this is ſufficiently expreſſed in the 
fame Chapter* 5 for the People to whom he ſpeaks, 
had turned Fudgment into Wormwocd, and left off 
Righteouſneſs ; they hated him that rebuked inthe 
Gate, and they abborred him that ſpake uprightly ; 
21 trod upon the Poor, they aſflicted tbe Fuſt, rey 
Bribes, their Tranſgreſſions were manifold, an 
their Sius mighty. There can be no Doubt, but by 
the firſt Laws of Sacrifice given by God to Adam, and 
from him delivered io the Patriarchs, penitent Hearts 
and pious Diſpoſitions were required in all that under- 
took to offer Sacrifice. But, becauſe the Law of M- 
ſes did expreſsly require no other Preparation for com- 
ing to the Altar but what was merely external, from 
hence the perverſe cus took Occaſion to neglect the 
inward and more neceſſary Preparation of the Heart and 
Mind; notwithſtanding what their own wiſe Man had 
taught them, viz. that the Sacrifice of the Wicked is 
- Abomination to the Lord. 37 eee eee 
5. The laſt Abuſe of Sacrifice which L ſhall men · 
37-tior, is of the ſame Sort with the former, I mean, that 
too many Men laid a greater Streſs on Sacrifice, than on 
moral Duty or the Love of God or Man. The Love 
of God is, and ever was, the firſt Commandment ;' the 
Love of Man is the ſecond ; and the Law of Sacrifice 
is a third, (if we conſider it of itſelf, as abſtracted from 
the Love of God) and by the Uſe of this third, God 
intended to draw Men to the Practice of the other two:

accepts none as true Friends but ſuch as ke 105 his 
Commandments. But, if his Love to God and Man 
be ſincere, and he omits Sacrifice, not out of Choice, 
but for want of Opportunity or of the outward Means; 
in this Caſe, the Man ſhall be accepted without Sacri- 
fice, becauſe it was not in his Power to offer it. But 
Sacrifice can never be accepted from a Man, that wants 
the Love of God and his Neighbour. And further, 
when t ſome outward Hinderances it ſo ha 
that we mult either omit Sacrifice or an AR of Charity 
on all Hands, that Charity takes 
Place of Sacrifice; that is, God in this Caſe eſteems 
our. 49 Man a better Proof of Love to him, than

Sed 20.  Foraſmuch as no Body of Men can without a con- 
tinual Miracle keep themſelves free from Corruptions, and that 


Diſputes will ariſe in all Societies, more or leſs, concerning their 


Governors, and the Ways and Means of their Advancement to 
their Dignity, and the Regularity of the Succeſſion and Admi- 
niſtration, and their good or ill Qualities ; therefore I conceive 
10 in Prudence and Compaſſion to his Church, did deſign, 
by his firſt original Sacrifice of his Body and Blood, to purge 
al ſuch aceidental Defects, Lapſes, and Irregularities, as through 
the Infirmity of Men, or the Art and Policy of Satan, are ſcarce 
wholly to be avoided. Chriſt's Sacrifice was intended to wir 

of the Stains of ſuch as are ordained Biſhops, though not in 
the moſt pure and juſtifiable Manner; and of People that are 
baptized, though they did not receive or preſerve their Baptiſm 


ſo undefiled as in Strictneſs they ought: To wipe them off, 


not ſo as to free them from Puniſhment hereafter, if their De- 
filements were groſs and wilful ; but ſo as that theſe Corrupti- 
ons ſhall not pollute the Worſhip of the Church, at leaſt not to 
ſuch a Degree as to render her Sacraments or Adminiſtrations 
of none Effect. And in this Senſe Cbriſt hath in the moſt per- 
fe&t Manner put away Sin *; if by Sin we mean thoſe Infir- 
mities of our Nature, and other Pollutions whatever they be, 
which make us unfit and unworthy to appear in God's Preſence, 
or to join in his Worſhip: For notwithſtanding any Stain of 
Blood which deſcends to us from our firſt Parents, or any For- 
feiture of our Souls incurred by our own Diſobedience, whether 
we are of the Clergy or of the Laity, our perſonal Faults or 
Vices cannot diſqualify the Church from performing her religi- 
ous Services in a Manner acceptable to God; nor us from join- 
ing in it, till the Church by her juſt Diſcipline denies us that 
Privilege. The Power of Sin is in this Reſpe& wholly annul- 
led and aboliſhed, and ſhe has no Occafion to get her Charter 
renewed every Year, as the Jeiſb Prieſts and People were o- 
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with this Liberty of free Acceſs to God upon her firſt Foun- 
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bliged to do. In no other Senſe hath Chriſt put away Sin, Or 


wholly annulled it. 


Sect. 21, Chriſt by this one Sacrifice once perſonally offer- 
ed, hath not only made the purgative Sacrifices of the Law un- 
neceſſary, but hath once for all aboliſhed them, and all other 
Levitical Ordinances and Inſtitutions of Moſes, * he wholly 
rock them away, and nailed them to his Croſs, He hath de- 


clared that the Sacrifices, Offerings, and Burnt-Offerings for 
Sin required by the Law, are Things which God no longer 


deſires, neither hath Pleaſure therein. This is one of the Li- 
berties purchaſed by the Blood of CHriſt, in which the Apoſtle 
en then all Chriſtiaus to | fad Free, and not to permit 
themſelves again to he entangled with that Toke of Bonlage. 
Sk. 22. But there is a Remiſſion of Sins alſo very differ- 
ent from the former, which is owing to the great or perſonal 


Sacrifice, of Chriſt, conſidered as truly expiatory, and as a 215 
faction for the Sins of Men, I mean the taking away the Guih 


and Puniſhment of all our wilful Tranſgreſſions of God's Law 
upon our Repentance, and making „ Application at the 
Throne of Grace. For it is the 4 Blood of Jeſus Chriſt which 
cleanſeth us from all Sin. The Merits of his Death are the 
great Treaſure of the Church, by which alone our Souls can 
Fe ranſomed from that Death and Miſery which is the Wages of 
Sin. This is a Thing ſo well known to all Chrifiians, tha I 
can ſee no Occafion to enlarge upon it. I ſhall rather make it 
Buſineſs to ſhew the Difference between this Remiſſion of 
Sins and that ſpoken of before,  _ 1 
Seck. 23. That Remiſſion of Sins, whereby the Church is. 
qualified to continue her publick Worſhip, and by which her 
Sacraments have their Efficacy, notwithſtanding the Infirmities 
and Sins of her Prieſts and People, is a Privilege for which 
we have no Occaſion to pray, or intercede with God, becauſe 
the Church is in actual Poſſeſſion of it: We have it without 


- .. ſeeking for; we need not put ourſelves to the Coſt of Sacrifice 


to renew-or make good our Claim. "Chriſt endowed his Church 
dation, 
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dation, and is therefore by himſelf called THE WAY and 
THE DOOR; becauſe by bim the whole Church is intro» 
duced to make her Requeſts known unto God. the Re- 
miſſion of Sins which concerns us as particular Men, and by 
which we are delivered from the Wrath to come, aud from the 


Torments of Hell, is not to be obtained without very confide- 


rable Pains, and Labour, Humiliation, Compunction, Prayer, 
and proper Application to God thro* C#rif, aud the inward 
Sacrifice of a broken Heart and a 8 If indeed, 
the Sacrifice of Chriſt were not of a Purgative Nature, and had 
not removed from us that natural Difability we are um ler to 
worſhip God in an acceptable Manner, all our Repentance and, 


Prayers, and even Tears, would be in vain. Por we are cor- 
rupt by Nature, and God does not permit us. to come to him, 


but only in Virtue of the great Sacrifice offered by Chriſt. 


And without this, all Men muſt be yet in their Sins; hay, they {| 


could not upon any certain Grounds dare to ask Pardon of God, 
for by Chriſt only, we have Acceſs to the Father. And there- 

fore we are to elbem this Purgati ve Power of Chriſt's Sacti- 
fice, as neceffary in order to our pp the Merits of the 
Expiation made by it to our Souls. For we muſt firſt have 
Leave to make our Addreſs to God, before we can to any Pur- 


poſe beg Forgiveneſs of him. gs TE. | 
Seck. 24. That Remiſſion of Sins, whereby Chriſtians are 
permitted to draw near to God, was a Right conferred all at 
once by Chriſt Feſus on his Church, and on every fingle Mem- 
ber of it, not only on the Body of Believers that were in the 
World at the Time of our Saviour's offering the great Sactifice, 
but on the Church of all fucceeding Ages, and to all that ſhould 
live and die in his Communion, For it is in itfelf evident, 
and allowed by all Cbriſtians, that the Church hath this Li- 
berty of worſhippmg God, in Confidence of the Mediation of 
Chriſt, without any other Purgative Sacrifices; and ſhe holds 
it by an indefeaſible Right, never to be forfeited or Toft, But 
the. Pardon of particular Mens Sins was not thus obtained and 
conferred all at once, but is occafionally a plied to Men, as 
they do or ſhall need it, and prepare hon for the receiv- 
ing of it, Sins before 9 committed, might be, and 
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are ſo far 2 the divine Declarations contained in the 

ment, that they do not, nor ever ſhall deprive the 
Church of her Privilege of Acceſs to God, and of the Efficacy 
of her Sacraments and Miniſtration; nor the Sinner himſelf of 
the right of performing his Part in religious Offices, till he be 
deprived of it by the Authority of - Church. But I con- 
ceive it . e that the Guilt of Sin can be taken off, till 


the Sinner have repented, and uſed all proper Means to reconcile. 


himſelf to God through Chriſt, Therefore, Chriſt could not 
apply the Merits of his Death to particular Men, fo as to free 
em from Guilt and Puniſhment, becauſe their Sins were not 


yet committed, they and their Sins had not yet a Being, when 


Chriſt offered his great Sacrifice; much leſs had they confeſſed, 
and repented of them. And I take it for as certain a Truth as 
any contained in Scripture, that without Repentance, no wilful 
Sinner can be pardoned, fo as to eſcape Puniſhment in the other 
World; and that therefore, the good Effects of Chriſt's Sacri- 


| tice could not be applied to particular Men at the Time of his 


offering it, becauſe infinite Numbers of Men not yet born, 
would hereafter have Occafion for Pardon, but could not have 


Pardon granted them, becauſe they had not yet repented of their 


Sins; nay, they had not yet committed them. God through 
Chriſt, ſo far forgives the Sins of Chriſtians, even without Re- 

entance, that he does not forbid them to come into his Pre- 
ence, or the publick Worſhip, in order to confeſs their Sins, 
and obtain Pardon for them. God ſo far ſhews his Indulgence 
to the whole Chriſtian Church, as not to reject her Services, 
or annul her Sacraments, for the private or publick Offences of 
the Prieſts and People; but he does not forgive the Sins of par- 


ticular Men, ſo far as to free them from Puniſhment, till by 


their Perſonal Repentance aud Amendment, they have qualifi- 

ed themſelves for his Mercy. And farther, the Church and 

the ſeveral Branches of it, and the Men whereof it conſiſts, 

muſt in every Age expect to meet with new Difficulties, to feel 

particular Wants, to ſtand 1n need of r Favours, which it 
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S 


„ the * of having 
ſtill a Sacrifice in the Chriſtian Church. A Sacrifice not like 
thoſe which were killed by the High Prieſt of the Zewws, and 


Whoſe Blood was carried into the Holy of Holies, and whereby 


the Prieſts and People, and Place of Worſhip, were ſo recon- 
ciled to God, as that he accepted their Services there for the 
Year next coming: For Chriſt's whole Church is fo far recon- 
ciled to God once for ever, as to need no ſuch Remiſſion of 
Sins; and where Remiſſion of theſe is, there is no farther Oc- 
caſion for ſuch Sacrifice for Sin, as was yearly offered by the 
Fewws on the tenth Day of the ſeventh Month. But it appears 
by what hath been ſaid, in Diſcourſc I. Sei. 2, 3, 4, that 
Sacrifice is a Way of Worſhip inſtituted by God himſelf; that 
God's People did ever Worſhip him in this Manner, and that 
though God hath often by his Prophets reproved Men for their 
abuſe of Sacrifice, yet he never abſolutely aboliſhed 1t; nay, 
that he ſo far approved of it, that he decreed the Redemption 
of the World to be accompliſhed by the Sacrifice of Chriſt's 


Body and Blood. And though it is certain that all bloody Sa- p 


crifices, nay, all that were firſt brought into Uſe by the Le- 
vitical Law, are done away by Chriſt; yet there are very plain 
Intimations of a Sacrifice ſtill to continue in the Chriſtian 
Church, and that ſuch Intimations are given us even by the 
Writers of the New Teſtament. (See Diſcourſe I. Sect. 41.) 
It appears by what was ſaid next above, that though the Me- 
rits of the great Sacrifice offered by Chriſt in Perſon are ſuffi- 
cient, abundantly ſufficient, to expiate the Sins of all Men; yet 
theſe Merits pan not actually be applied to Men that were to 
live in after Ages by Chriſt, when he ſolemnized the Sacrifice 
of our Redemption. It farther appears, that Chriſt offered the 
Sacrifice of his Body and Blood, by deputing Bread and 
Wine, and preſenting them to God the Father, as Repreſenta- 
tive Symbols of that his Body and Blood. And tho he was 
to die but once, and could therefore be ſacrificed but once in his 
own Perſon, yet the Repreſentative Symbols might be, and were 
a proper Sacrifice. I proceed to conſider, : | 1 
II. How far Chriſt did command this Sacrifice to be perpe- 
tuated.

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Sec. 26. When Chriſt bids us to do, or offer this, he cannot 
mean leſs than that we ſhould take Bread and Wine and offer them as 
deputed by him, to repreſent his Body and Blood. When we 
are commanded to do what Chriſt did, we muſt in all ReſpeQs 
follow him, ſo far as the Nature of the Thing will bear. And 
few Actions can be done with leſs Difficulty than thoſe of tak- 
ing Bread and Wine; breaking the one, pouting out the other, 
and preſenting both to God the Father: This therefore mul 
be done by all Prieſts who fincerely defire to fulfil the Will of 
their dying Maſter. This the Primitive Church ever did, and 
indeed all Churches, even of the darkeſt as well as brighteſt 
Ages, they all did it in a ſolemn Form and Manner. This 
was in ſome Sort inpined to be done by the firſt EPnghi Li- 
rargy * by our Reformers in the Reign of King Edward 
e VIth. yak 


$8. 27. Chriſt offered his Sacrifice in order to bis Death,

Seck. 28. It is not neceſſary that a Sacrifice of Remembrance 
ſhould be offered for the fame Ends preciſely, for which ke 
principal Sacrifice was offered. We have a remarkable Inſtance 
of this in the Paſſover, The Lambs killed in Egypt were a 
Sacrifice for redeeming the firſt born from that Death to which 
they had otherwiſe been liable, or to prevail with God that 
the Deſtroyer might not come into the Houſes of the Iſraelites 
zo [mite them, * And this firſt Sacrifice was likewiſe intended 
to be a Pattern, to ſhew them how they were to obſerve this 


— 
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Ordinance in their Generations for ever; for they were 70 keep 
this Service in the Land which God had promiſed to give 
them. f Yet when they were ſettled in the Land of Canaan, 
they could no longer offer the Lambs for theſe two Ends. For 
their firſt-born were not now in Danger of being flain, as they 
had been when the Paſſover was firſt injoined; nor did they 
want a Pattern for offering their Sacrifice, after it had been once 
done, in the Night on which they came out of Egypt. There- 
fore all the Paflovers obſerved, and the Lambs ſlain on this Oc- 
caſion in future Ages, were only Sacrifices of Remembrance of- 
fered by way of Thankſgiving to God for the Deliverance of 
the Iſraelites from the Egyptian Bondage: Though yet it had 
alſo an atoning Virtue; for the Blood of theſe Lambs made an 
Atonement for the Soul, as well as that of other Sacrifices. 
* And in Truth all Sacrifice was in its own Nature propitiatory 
or atoning, whether it was bloody or unbloody. 

Sec. 29. Therefore though the firſt Ends of Chriſt's Sacri- 
fice are already obtained, that is, though the Right of the 
Chriſtian Church to perform her publick Worſhip be fixed and 
ſettled on an immoveable Foundation, and the Zevitical Law 
be effectually repealed ; and the Merits of the great Sacrifice 
were ſufficient to procure Pardon for all Sin whatſoever; and 
therefore we cannot rationally offer our Sacrifice for the ſame 
Ends, or with the ſame View that Chriſt firſt offered it; yet 
we may and muſt do or offer it as Chriſt hath commanded, by 
way of Remembrance or Thankſgiving for his great Mercy in 
the Redemption of the World by Chriſt Feſus. The Paſſover. 
was but once offered to God as a Sacrifice for averting of Evil, 
the Death of the firſt-born, from the Hraelites; it was offered 
in after Ages by way of Thanks and Praiſe for the Preſervation 


of the firſt born, and in general to engage God's Mercy and Fa- 


vour toward his People, but as a Sacrifice ſtill. (See D.,. I. 


Sec. 12.) And if the many hundred following Paſſovers were 


Saerifices in Remembrance of the firſt Paſſover in Egypt, much 
more reaſonable is it to believe, that the Remembrance of the 
Sacrifice of our Redemption, the greateſt that ever was offer- 


| ed, is to be a Sacrifice alſo, It has already been ſhewn that

thereby all the Effects of C& 
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when the bloody Sacrifices and all other Levitioal Ordinances 
were to ceaſe, yet a Sacrifice of Thankſgiving was to remain in 
Force.

of Confeſſion or Thankſgiving, and that the Communion, is the 
Sacrifice there meant. And it was for this Reaſon that the pri- 
mitive Chriſtians commonly called this Saerament the Eucha- 
riſt, that is Thankſgiving. This was the Name they gave to 


the Bread and Wine offered on the Chriſtian Altar as Repre- 


ſentatives of Chriſt's Body and Blood, For it appears that all 
Sacrifices of old took their Name from the End for which they 


were offered. And as the Bullock or other living Creature of- 


fered for Benefits received was called Thanks or Praiſe by the 


' Feavs, ſo the Chriſtian Sacrifice of Thanks for the Redemption 


of Mankind was for the ſame Reaſon called Euchariſt. See 
Diſc. I. Set. 21. oy | | 


Sec. zo. Though this Euchariſt was ever eſteemed prinei- 


pally a Sacrifice of Thankſgiviug, yet it was ever offered by 


the beſt Chriſtians with 7. and Expectations of attaining 
44s Death, I mean Remiſſion 
Sins, or the Forgiveneſs of all Puniſhment due to them that of- 
fered it for their wilful Tranſgreflions, and all the Benefits of 
Chriſt's Paſſion conſequent : thereupon. For it is a Sacrifice of 
Chriſt's Body and Blood, of the Thing which God hath choſen 
and which he accepts, and therefore in its ſacramental Nature fit 
to prevail with him for the Purpoſes to which he defigned it. 


Our Saviour calls * he Cup the new Covenant in bis Blood, 


and declares it is fed, f or poured out for the Remiſſion of Sins, 
Modern Doctors have taken Pains to have this underſtood of the 


natural Blood of Chriſt only. But it is evident that the holy 


Writers meant it of the Cup or Wine in the Communion, which 
is in Myſtery the ſame with his Blood, though in Subſtance per- 
fectly diſtinct from it. And as the Blood of the Covenant was

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certainly with greater confidence aſk- of God Pardon 


of our Sins, Divine aſſiſting Grace, and eternal Life, 
in and by this Sacrifiee, than any other Benefits what- 
ſoever ; becauſe, as hath been juſt now hinted, theſe 
are the Articles or Terms of the Covenant ſettled 
and confirmed by this Sacrifice. Yet we are not in 
offering this Sacrifice to confine our Deyotions to 
theſe heads only. As the Euchariſt is the only Sa» 
crifice of the Chriſtian Church; ſo in and by it we 
are to intercede with God for all other Bleſſings to 
ourſelves and to other Men, eſpecially to the Chriſtian 
Church. Thus did the Primitive Chriſtians. After 


the Biſhop or Prieſt had offered the Bread and Cup 


to God, and ſaid the ſolemn Prayer of Conſecration, 
immediately followed the moſt ſolemn Interceſſion 
for all Men, eſpecially for all Saints, and for all 
Mercies, both publick and private. And when can 
we pray with more juſt hopes of Succeſs, than when 
we put up our Petitions to God in virtue of the 
Sacrifice i1ſtituted by his Son, in virtue of his Bod 


and Blood repreſented to God by Symbols of his 


own appointment? Yet, as hath been hinted, we 
are nol to put up theſe Prayers with ſo great an 
aſſurance, as thoſe in which we aſk only the fulfilling 
of his Covenant to ourſelves and all truly Chriſtian 
Communicants, For that very Sacrifice, which we 
offer to God for the obtaining theſe Ends, is intended 
by God as an anſwer to our Prayers, anda Teſtimony 
of our Perſons and Prayers being accepted by God, 
From what hath been ſaid it is evident, that the 
Euchariſt is not only a Sacrifice, but that it anſwers 
all the Ends of the numerous Sacrifices and Oblations 


of the Levitical Law; ſo that it may be juſtly ſtyled 


all Sacriſices in one. Even the old Meal-offering ap- 
pointed by Meſes ſerved for all purpoſes that a bloody 
Sacrifice could do, when he that offered it was not 
able to bring an Animal: See Diſc. I. Se. 8. And 
it is true, that as to it's intrinſick value the Meal- 
offering of the Jeu was not inferior to the Bread offered 
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in the Chriſtian Church, The advantage of the 
Chriſtian Sacrifice does not conſiſt in the groſs bulk 
of the Materials offered to God. The Excellency 
of it proceeds from much higher Confiderations, 
namely, that it is a Sacrifice inſtituted by one greater 
than Moſes, a Sacrifice offered and founded by the 
Son of God, and in which he offered himfelf for 
our Redemption, appointed to be the Figure of his 
Fleſh and Blood, and which is his Fleſh and B'ood, 
ſo far as is poſſible without a change of Subſtance or 
Nature, and ſo as the Fewiſh Meal-offering never was. 
The Prophet Malachi: ſpeaks of Incenſe anda pure 
Meal-offering to be offered every where, * from the 
riſing up of the Sun to the going down thereof, by 
Which God's Name ſhould be great among the Gentiles. 
Fncenſe is the known Emblem of Prayer. One ſort 
of this was to be laid on the Meal-offering, when it 


was brought to the Prieſt, and to be burnt in the 


Fire by him; and this, with the mixture of Oyl, 
and part of the Meal-offering it ſelf, was called the 
Memorial, which was that by which the Sacrifice was: 
brought in Remembrance before God. But as the 
Incenſe typified the Prayers of the Chriſtian Church, ſo, 
the Meal-offering does clearly denote the Euchariſt; 
which is the only Meal-offering, that hath ever been 
offered to the true God in the Genti/e-World or in every 
Place. For the Jriſb Meal-offering could by Mo/ſes's 
Law be brought to no Altar, but that which ſtood 
in the Door of the Tabernacle of the Congregation. 
And thus is this. Antient Prophecy remarkably ful - 

filled in the Chriſtian Euchariſt; And it hath been 

obſerved by many Chriſtian Writers, that ſeveral 

Fewſh Rabbies have affirmed, that all Sacrifeces ſhall 
ceaſe in the Times of the Meſſtas, except the Minha; 
or Meal offering.

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Let me FOR ſome Reflections on the Doctrines 
ne laid down, and ſo conclude. And,. - 


1. By duly offering to God the Sacrifice of the 
Euchariſt, we do the greateſt Honour. to God the 
Father, that can be done him by rational Creatures. 


Cbriſi's offering to him his own Body and Blood was 


the moſt valuable Service, that ever was or can be 
paid to the Divine Majeſty here on Earth, the greateſt 
that God is capable of receiving. He who offered it, 
if we conſider him even in his State of Incarnation, 
was ſuperior to all Creatures. And be had nothing of 
greater Price 40 offer than bis own Body and Blood. 
There never was or can a Perſon of greater Worth 
to offer a Sacrifice to God the Father; nor did this 
World ever afford a Thiog of greater Value to be 
offered. It muſt needs therefore be confeſſed, that our 
Saviour did, by this Sacrifice, perform the moſt worthy 
and ſublime Act of Worſhip to God the Father, that 
can poſſibly be paid him. Cre/us King of Lydia is 
reported to have melted down by way of Sacriſice to 
his. Gods (ſuch ag they were) all his Golden and 
Silver Veſſels and Furniture, in which he abounded, 
and to have required all his Subjects to do the ſame. 
Bur if all the Kings and People in the Univerſe had 
brought all their Treaſures to one common Heap or 
Pile, 5nd offered this vaſt Maſs of Riches to the true 
God, it would all have been a ſordid, worthleſs, 
contemptible Oblation, iſ compared with that Body 
of Chriſt without Spot or Blemiſh, which was con- 
ceived and inhabited by the Holy Ghoſt, born of the 
Virgin Mary ; from which Rays of divine Power and 
Goodneſs were perpetually ſtreaming forth, and ſhed- 
ding themſelves upon miſerable Men, for. the Cure 
of their Diſeaſes, for their Relief from the Tyranny 
of evil Spirits, and for the Illuſttation of the excellent 
Doctrine which he taught; and which was afterwards 
raiſed from the Dead, and is fince ſet down on the 


right Hand of the divine Majeſty, The Apoſtle — 
Juny 
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juſtly magnify this Sacrifice, when he obſerves, that 
we were not redeemed with Gold or Silver, but with 
the precious Blood of Chrift. © And tho' Chriſtian 
Prieſts and People do not offer the very natural 
Body and Blood of Chriſt, and it would be inhuman 
ſo to do, yet they offer what Chriſt hath appointed 
inſtead thereof, and what God therefore accepts as 
ſuch. They offer what is much to be preferred be- 
fore the Cattle upon a thouſand Hills, before all the 


hidden and viſible Treaſures of the Earth. The 


principal End of all Sactifice is to acknowledge God's 
ſovereign Dominion and Goodneſs. (See Diſc. I. $22, 
17.) Chriſt Feſus made the moſt ample Acknowledg- 
ment of this Sort, when he, who even in his human 
Nature is the ſecond Perſon in the Univerſe, yet offered 
his Body and Blood as a Sacrifice to him. And we 
do the ſame, in the beſt Manner that he hath directed 
and enabled us to do it, when we duly ſolemnize the 
Euchariſt. . By this we do, in the moſt effectual 
Manner, declare and confeſs the Almighty to be the 
Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Fountain of 
Divinity; we do there, in the moſt proper Way that 
poſſibly we can, expreſs our Belief of his moſt lovely 


Attribute, his Goodneſs and Love of Mankind, as 


being the Author of our Redemption and Salvation 
in Chrift Jeſus; and that all Bleſſings are derived from 
the Father through the Son to us. The only ſingular 
Honour which the primitive Church paid to God the 
Father, and which they did not pay to the Son, was 
this, that they forbad the Prayers at the Altar or in 
the Communion Service to be directed to any ot the 
three divine Perſons but the Father only. | 
2, By offering the Sacrifice of the Euchariſt we S827, 35. 
beſt ſhew our Value and Eſteem of the great Sacrifice 
of our Redemption. I have ſufficiently proved (in 
Diſc. I. Set. 29, 30, 31.) that the moſt honorary 
external Service we can pay to God, is that of Sacrifice: 
therefore it was reaſorable, that the acknowledgments 
* 1 Peter i. 18, 19, - 
TH we 
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we make to him for the greateſt Blefing that was 


fever conferred on Mankind, ſhould be done in this 
moſt honorary Way of Worſhip. It is true, fincere 
hearty Thanks and Praiſe, even without any out- 
ward Expreſſions of it, are well-pleaſing to God. 
But when the inward Senſe of Mens Minds is de- 
clared by Words and outward Actions, and when 
great Numbers and Bodies of Men join with an un- 
animous Devotion in theſe Words and Actions; then 
more Honour is done to God, and the Service paid 
him is therefore ſtill more acceptable to him, and 


eſpecially when thoſe Words or Actions are of his 


own Appointment. It is true, all outward Actions 
done without inward Faith, Devotion, and other 
good Diſpoſitions, are deſpiſed and even loathed by 
God. When he requires any outward Service from 
us, he at the ſame time expects that we ſhould do it 


with ſuch a Frame and Compoſure of Mind, as beſt 


firs and becomes thoſe who are employed in this out- 
ward Service : Therefore, the Queſtion is not, 


whether inward Gratitude in the Mind be not better 


than outward Declarations of it? but whether in- 
ward Gratitude expreſſed by outward Declarations, 
be not better than without them ; and eſpecially when 
God hath exprefily commanded thoſe outward De- 
clarations? which is clearly the preſent Caſe: For no 
Commandment of God in the Old and New Teſt- 
ament is more clear, than that we ſhould do or r 
this Bread and Cup in Remembrance of Chriſt. And 
what greater Thing can be ſaid of any Fact, per- 
formed by the greateſt Perſon that ever lived, than 
this; that the Memory of it ſtill remains both with 
God and Man; that it is often, and even daily, renew - 
ed and commemorated with the moſt ſolemn Devotions 


and the moſt excellenr Worfhip that God ever pre- 


ſcribed to Men, that is, by Sacrifice? And this may 
be faid of the great Work of our Redemption, or 
might at leaſt have been ſaid of it for ſeveral hundred 
| Years together, in the beſt Times of the 
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as | Church. This was the Remembrance of it which 
his Chrift intended, and for which all good Chriftians 
0 ſhou d uſe their belt Endeavours that it may be re- 
viyed as to all Particulars, in which it hath been cor- 
* rupted or impaired. It is not eaſy to ſay or conceive, 
"4 how Men can ſhew a greater and more real Regard

alone, which we commemorate in the Euchariſt, 
And it deſerves our fingular Confideration, that it 
is a Privilege obtained by the firſt Offering perſonally 


Sade by Cbriſ, that we ate put into a Capacity

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to worſhip God, and eſpecially to offer this Sacrifice 
of the Eucharift to him, as may be ſeen in Seck. 
18. Diſc, I. and the 17, 18, 19 of this, For it 
was by Chriſt's once offering his Body and Blood, 
that the Apoſtles were conſecrated to their Office 
and the Chriſtian Prieſthood founded, and that the 
People of the Church were qualified to join in ſo 

ſacred a Service. By Conſequence it is by that great 
Sacrifice of Chriſt in Perſon, that the Sacraments 
retain their Efficacy, and that the Church it ſelf 
ſubſiſts. And we have no Occafion to perplex our 
ſelves with Scruples concerning the Call of our 
Paſtors, ſo long as we may eaſily ſatisfy our ſelves, 
that our Biſhops received their Ordination from ſuch 
as were juſtly believed to have their Succeſfion from 
the Apoſtles; and no Prieſts are allowed to officiate, 
but ſuch as have been ordained by them. And all 
known or unknown Defects or Flaws in their Man- 
ner of Promotion, Election, or Ordination, all Ir- 
regularities and Blemiſhes in their Perſons and Mini- 
ſtrations, are cured by the infinite Merits and ſuper- 
abundant Efficacy of the perſonal Sacrifice of Chrift ; 
they are fo far cured, I mean, that the Church and 
Sacraments are not annulled or impaired by the Faults 
or Follies of Men. It is owing to this great Sacrifice, 
that we have the one fingle Oblation of the Eu- 
chariſt, inſtead of the numerous Sacrifices and endleſs 
Rites of the Levitical Law; that we have Forgive- 
neſs of all our wilful Tranſgreſſions ſeated to us, 
either in Baptiſm or in the holy Euchariſt ; that we 
have Grace to help in time of Need, and eternal 
Life affuredly promiſed to us, if we do not fail in 
the Performance of the Conditions required on our 
Part: Theſe are the Mercies and Bleſſinge, for which 
we are to offer this Sacrifice; and they are ſufficient 
to open the Lips of all devout Chriſtians, and make 
their Mouths ſhew forth God's Praiſe. And they 
who have a juſt Senſe of the Value of them, will 
think they can never too frequently or too earnelily

Therefore, I 
rather ſubſcribe to the antient Doctrine of the Church 
ig the pureſt, Ages: which was, thats the Euchatiſt 
was a ſpiritual Sactiſice, becauſe one Thing was ſeen 
and another meant ze the Bread and Wine were 
viſible, the, Body,, and Blood of Chriſt deſigned or 
repreſented. by them : Itheretore they called it a mental, 
rational, intellectual, or ſpiritual Sacriſice. The 
Primitive Church, indeed, never dreamed of any Body 
or Blood in the Sacrament, but what were ſeen, and 
what they believed tot be Bread. and Wine. But 
they conſidered them there, as the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt in Myſtery, and in a religious though not 
natural Senſe ;: and as ſuch they offered them ta, _ 
and therefore as a real Sactiſcgce. 

7. Since the Euchariſt is ſo great and 3 a $42, 41. 
Sacrifice, let us beware that we be guilty of gone of 
thoſe: Abuſes, which Men of old committed, in re- 
lation to this Way of Worſhip, - (See Sell. 18. of 
this Diſcourſs ). 

(1.) Ane . firſt, and eſpecially, that we do not 
perform the Prieſt's Part in making this grand Oblation, 
without being) duly commiſſioned for ſo ſacred an 
Office. Chyiſt conſecrated one Body of Men for 
this Purpoſe. And the Biſhops of the Eaſtern and 
MWiſlern Church ever been believed to derive 
their Succeſ 2 from, them. And fince no othets 
do aſſume to thi es this Privilege, we have jult 
Reaſon to believe, that they are the Men. For it 
is certain, that/Chriſt ſhall, when he comes a ſecond 
time, find a Stqward or Ruier over bis Hoyftold * to 
give them Meat in due Seaſon, and one too appoinred 
by bis Lord. +\ But if the Succeſſion ſhould once 
Mat xiv. 45, + Luke xii 42. 
fail, 
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[. fail, it would be impoſſible, without a Miracle, to re- 
l pair or renew it; all the Chriſtian People in the 
World, by uniting their Suffrages together, could not 
| give any Authority to offer this Sacrifice, ſince it ie 
j a Power that Chriſt hath reſerved to himſelf. He 
1 who gives Meat to Chriſt's Family, muſt be ap- 
4 pointed by his proper Lord. And it is certain, none 
bk - can be ſo appointed but the Deſcendants of the 
7 Apoſtles, and ſuch as are authorized by them. The 
Right of performing the Prieſt's Office in offering 
Sacrifice, hath been ſo appropriated by God to one 
Order of Men, that the Thoughts of uſurping it 
without a regular Call are ſufficient to ſtrike Terror 
into the Hearts of all Men, who believe the Scripture 
to be the Word of God. And I know not whether 
the chief Reaſon, that ſome Men have had to deny 
any proper Sacrifice in the Chriſtian Church, have 
not been this, that by allowing the Euchariſt to be 
a Sacrifice, they ſhould raiſe inexpreſſible Horrours | 
in their own or other Mens Conſciences, for pre- | 
ſuming to offer it without a proper Commiſſion : 
Whereas, to prefide in Prayer and in a religious | 
Feaſt (and ſuch therefore they conelade the Euchariſt Y 
'þ to be) was an Office that Men might uſurp without 
4 being hardened to ſuch a Degree as Saul was, when 
5 he offered Sactifice. (See Diſc. I. See. 33.)

6 Things, as Part of the Sacrifice, beſides what * Chriſt 
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i hath ordained. Our Saviour when he ſpeaks of Gifts

that Chriſtians can commit, is the joining in it, while 
they remain impenitent in wilful Sin, or before they 
have actually reformed it. The Apoſtle tells us, how 
we are to draw mar to God in this Ordinance, that 
is, with. Hyarts ſprinkled from an evil Conſcience, and 
with Bodies waſbed with clean Water, that is, in 
ſhort, with the inward Baptiſm as well as the out- 
ward. It hath already | been obſerved (in Diſc. I. 
Set. 36.) that penitent Hearts and pious Diſpoſitions 
were of old required in all that offered Sacrifice; 
therefore Fob ſent and ſanified his Sons, + that is, 
he required them to humble themſelves before Ged, 
for all the Exceſſes they had been guilty of in their 
free Way ot living, before he offered Sacrifice for 
them. All the Waſhings, and other preparative Rites 
of the Levitical Law, were only Hints of theſe in- 
ward Puriffcations of aur ſelves, that are neceſſary 
to qualify us for offering Sacrifice in a proper ac- 
ceptadle Manner : And even the Heathen themſelves 
drove ſuch as they eſteemed profane from their Altars.

If therefore we have not a Zeal for Piety and Holineſs, 
we are none of his People. The Euchariſt is a Sacrifice 
of Thankſgiving for the Redemption of the World by 
Chriſt : It is therefore the peculiar Right ot thoſe, 
who are redeemed by him, to offer this Sacrifice. 
What occaſion hath the profane, the unclean, the 
intemperate, the unjuſt, the uncharitable en 
to thank God for the Redemption of the World 
through Teſus Cbriſt? It is certain, whatever Chrif 
hath done or ſuffered for Mankind, it ſhall be ſo far 
from yielding any Advantage or Comfort to them who 
continue in Sin, that it will be a great Addition to their 
Miſery; becauſe they live and die in Rebellion, againſt that 
W 4 02 F#. k. t- © TW. kh, tte :

Euchariſt, There is no Rom: doubt, but the. Meat 
"—— wks 
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is the ſame with the Bread and the Fleſh ſo often 
mentioned in the 8 Verſes. He could not 
mean. his natural Fleſh : For it was impoſſible that 
that could be eat by his Diſciples, except they had 
{8 been Savages, And when he ſpeaks of drinking his 
1 Blood, he could not, for the ſame reaſon, mean his 
4 natural Blood. So long as they that heard our Sa- 
viour were Jews, though they had been Savages, 
they could not have ever been prevailed upon to drink 
real Blood, nor could it in reaſon be ſuppoſed that . 
Cbriſt required it: For nothing was more expreſsly | 
Y forbidden them by the Law of God. When our 
1 Saviour took Bread and bleſſed it, and ſaid Tale Eat, 
1 | this is my Body, then he explained what he meant 
by promiſing his Fleſh. When he took the Cup, and 
faid Drink ye all of this, then he ſufficiently expounded 
his intention in promiſing to give his Blood for Drink. 
And, if we will not allow our Saviour to be his 
own Interpreter in this Caſe, it is ſcarce to be 
thought, that we ſhall ſee greater reaſon to do ſo 
in any other, _ | 
Sec. 2. The Phraſes of eating our Lord's Fleſh or | Bady, 
and drinking his Blod, are very fingular and ex- 
traordinary 3 they were never uſed in a Religious Senſe * 
by the Founder of any Religion, but by our Saviour 
only, and he never appears to have uſed them but 
twice; firſt here in this Chapter; and then again when 
he offered the Sacrifice of our Redemption, and in- 
ſtituted the Euchariſt or Communion, They who will

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And ſeveral Writers by Meat and Drink, Eating and 
Drinking, have indeed meant no more than hearkening 
to good Advice, and imbibing wholeſome Precepts. But 
no Writer did ever ſpeak of any Teacher, as ſaying to 
bis Diſciples, eat My Fleſb, de int My Blood, excepting 
Chrifl Jeſus only. And this Difference in the Words 
(though ſeemingly ſmall) makes very great Odds in the 
Senſe. And an Inſtance could be produced of ſome other 
Maſter of Religion, who had ſaid eat my Flefb, yet this 

would not come up to the preſent Caſe, unleſs it 
could be proved too, that this Maſter of Religion 
bad inſtituted a Feaſt, which he called the Feeding 
en his Body or Fl : For our Saviour hath evidently 
injoined his Diſciples ſuch a Feaſt; and it is there- 
fore more juſt and natural to underſtand him here, 
as ſpeaking of this Feaſt, than to ſuppoſe that he 
coined ſuch a very fingular Phraſe, as does moſt 
properly denote that Feaſt, and yet was meant of 
quite another Thing.

'The 
forbidding the Cap to the Laity ſtood expreſsly con- 
demned by our Saviour, ver. 53. except ye eat the 
Fliſh of the Son of Man, and DRINK HIS Blood, 
ye baue no Life in you, So long as this was under- 
ſtood of the Euchariſt, the Practice of the Church 
of Rome could not be defended, or even palliated: 
Therefore, they found it neceſſary to hammer out 
ſome new Notions on this whole Diſcourſe of Chriſt 
Jeſus. And the Majority of the Romiſb Divines in 
the Council of Trent, as long before, countenanced 
theſe looſe Notions, ard carried it againſt the more 
Judicious Part of that Aſſembly. The moſt Antient 
Proteflants did affirm, that this Context in John vi. 
was meant of the Euchariſt ; but Zuther and Calvin, 
with their Followers, whoſe Doctrine of the Euchariſt 
was perfectly New, though they did not agree in 
other Points, yet fell in with each other, and with 
the ſtream of the Popiſb Divines, as to this particular; 
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4 though their Motives thus to interpret this Context, 
is ;

antient Writers, and declares that they are not ta 


debe regarded who deny it, in Oppoſition. to ſs great = 


4 Clout of Witneſſes.” To which Semiment of his 
J readily fubſcribe. BYE een Ya SHOE 
II. I proceed to ſhew, by what means the Bread 
and Cup in the Communion. become Cbriſts Fleſh 
and Blood, and attain thoſe: excellent Propemies af- 
cribed to them in this Chapter by our bleſſed Saviour. 
Now this is to be learned principally from the 
Hiſtory of che Inſtitution of the Sacrament, as it is 
bricfly reported by St. Matthew Chap. xxvi. from the 
26. to the 38. Verſe, by St. Mark Chap. xiv. from 
the 22, to the 24. Verſe, by St. Zuts Chap, xxii. 
Verſe 19, 20. and St. Paul, 1 Cor. xi; from 23. 


to the 26 Verſe. St. Luke tells us, Chrift tat Broad 


and gave Thanks; ſo doth St. Paul: St. Matthew, 
and St. Mark, inſtead ot giving Thanks, ſay, he 
Bleſſed it. From this, it may fairly be concluded, 
that the Greek Word uſed by St. Luke and St. Paul, 
though turned in our Tranflation, as well as others, 
giving Thanks, yet implies a reat Bleſſing imparted 
to the Bread. In like manner our Savioar having 


taken the Cup is ſaid to have given Thanks by St. 


Matthew and St. Markt; yet St. Paul calls it T the 
Cup ef Bleſſing, which tur Bla. And this take 
to be a Demonſtration, that the Actions on this 
occafion performed by our Bleſſed Saviour over. the 
Bread and Cup, had their final: Effects on | thoſe 
Creatures or Symbols; or that by his Devotion ad- 


dreffed to God the Father, he procured: the divine

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Benediction to deſcend upon them. But I ſhall 
give the full Import of this giving Thanks or eucha- 
riſtixing, as I ſhould chooſe with the Antients to call 
it, if it were not too hard a Word to be uſed in a 
Diſcourſe of this Nature. 


It is allowed on all hands, that our Saviour did Sec. 10. 


on this occaſion give Thanks. This cannot be denied. 
What is faid next above, ſufficiently proves this. 
For the Greet Word, here uſed, does certainly im- 
4 thus much; but it imports ſomething more too. 

is of the ſame ſignification with the Englhi/b Word 
Bleſſing, which denotes both praiſing God, and per- 
forming ſome religious Office toward his Creatures. 


Here each Word hath both theſe Senſes. The Jews 


uſed to bleſs the Cup at the Paſchal Feaſt, three or 
four ſeveral Times, by faying over it, <* Bleſſed be 
« thou, O Lord, our God and King, who createſt 
«© the Fruit of the Vine,” or elſe ſome part of Pſalm 
exxxvi, or exlv. Our Saviour, before he entered 
upon the Exerciſe of his Prieſtly Office, in conſe- 
crating the Euchariſt, took the Paſchal “ Cup, and 
gave thanks, and ſaid, Take this, and divide it 
among your ſelves, Therefore he had bleſſed the Cup 
in the Jetwiſb manner, before he began to inſtitute the 
Sacrament. It ſeems highly unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, 
that our Saviour made no difference in his Bleſſing 


of the Cup at the end of the Paſſover, and that in 


the Communion. No doubt but the Words, in which 
he gave Thanks in the Communion, were ſuch as 
fitted the preſent Occafion ; particularly that he praiſed 
God for ſending him into the World for the Re- 
demption of Men. And the Primitive Church did 
fufficiently expreſs her Sentiment in this Point, by 
beginning the Communion-office with thoſe excellent 
Words, which till ſhine in our Engliſh Lunz vix. 
Lift up your Hearts, &c. It is very meet, right, and 
eur bounden Duty, that we ſhould at all times give 
Thani, &c. and then followed | a large Recital of 
| Lutte xxii. 17. N 
O 2 God's 


Sr, 11. 
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| God's gracious Providences toward Mankind, eſpecially 
to his Church, and above all in the Redemption of the 
World by brit Teſus. 

But this giving Thanks or Bleſſing implies ſome- 
what more ſtil]; it implies ſomething done, in relation 
to the Bread and Cup. Praiſing God over them does 
not ſo directly import any Bleſſing conferred on thoſe 
Creatures. St. Matthew and St. Mark ſay expreſsly, 
he bleſſed the Bread, St. Paul calls the Cup in the 
Communion the Cup which we bleſs, And the other 
Word rendred giving Thanks, carries the ſame figni- 
fication with it, as hath been already obſerved. And 

1. Both the Elements were blefled by being ap - 
pointed to repreſent his Body and Blood : for what- 
ever was aſſigned or ſeparated ſor ſo ſacred and religious 
a Purpoſe, might juſtly be eſteemed to be Bleſſed or 
Conſecrated. Why doth one Day excell another, ſays 
Ecclefiafticus, * when all the light of every day in the 
gear is of the ſun ? the anſwer is, Gol hath made 
fome high-deys, and hallowed them, and ſome of them 
he hath made ordinary days. So all Bread is of Wheat 
or Corn, and all Wine of the Juice of the Grape, 
ard therefore of the fame Nature; yet what was taken 
out of the common Maſs for ſo great and holy an 
Uſe, as to repreſent Chri/*s Body and Blood, was 
thereby advanced and exalted fo and beyond all the 


Bread and Wine then in the Univerſe; and was 


thereby ſanctifyed, or nobly diſtinguiſhed from all 
Materials of the fame ſort. Chriſlian Prieſts do this, 


when, in rehearſing the Words of Inftitution, they

point out that part of the Bread and Wine, which 
is defigned for this ſacred Purpoſe of being the Deputies 
of Chriſt's Body and Blood. 

(2.) It hath been ſhewed in the ſecond Diſe. Se. 6. 
and ſo on to the gth, that Chriſt offered the Bread 
and Cup to God the Father, as the Pledge, Earneſt, 
and Repreſentatives of his Body and Blood ; and 
o_ in doing this he accompliſhed the Sacrifice of 

* Ecclus, xxxiii. 7, 9. 
our 
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our Redemption. But now whatever had been offered 


in Sacrifice, was ever by all People eſteemed Holy in 
a peculiar manner. Every Meal- offering and Offering 
for Sin was by God in the Levitical Law declared 
to be mot Holy, or conſecrated in a manner beyond 
all other Sacrifices whatſoever. (See firſt Diſcourſe, 
Sect. 9.) And why every Meal-offering ſhould be 
moſt Holy, though all bloody Sacrifices were not ſo, 
it will be hard to aſſign any other Reaſon but this, 
vix. that the Levitical Meal-offering was the ſpecial 
Type of the Chriſtian Sacrifice. And for the ſame 
Reaſon, I conceive, the Meal-offering was alfo 
honoured with the Title of the Bread or Ford of God; 
(See firſt Diſcourſe, Se. 25.) as no bloody Sacrifices 
were, except thoſe for Sin or Treſpaſs. It is for this 
Reaſe n that Chri/t calls himſelf the Bread of God, in the 
33d ver, of this Chapter, from whence I have taken my 
Text, becauſe he was to be a Sacrifice for Sin, and was to 
offer this Sacrifice under the Symbols of Bread and Wine. 
For nothing is in Scripture ever called the Bread of 
God, but either a Meal - offering or an Offering for Sin 
and Treſpaſs. And it is obſervable, that our Saviour 
throughout this Chapter calls the Sacrifice which he 
was to offer, and with which he was to feed his 
Diſciples, he calls it, I fay, promiſcuouſly, J. ME, 
my FLESH and BLOOD, or MEAT, BREAD, 
BREAD of GOD ; by which we are to underſtand, 
that the Bread and Cup are the fame with Himſelt, 
or with His Body and Blood, in Myſtery though 
not in Subſtance. 


(3.) God the Father, in Token of his Acceptance Sec. 1 


of the Sacrifice, gave it yet a farther and higher 
Benediction, a Conſecration from the Divine Spirit, 


the Fountain of all Holineſs. No Cbriſtian can 


doubt of the Acceptance of the Sacrifice. As of old 
Sacrifices were burnt by a Fire from Heaven, to ſhew 
that God graciouſly received what was offered him; 
(See firſt Diſcourſe, Sect. 22.) ſo the moſt proper 


way for Gad to accept the moſt excellent Sacrifice 


tha c 
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that was ever offered, was to cauſe the Holy Spirit 
to ſhed it's/ Rays upon it, not in order to conſume 
it, but thereby to give it the higheſt Degree of Sanctity 
and Benediction, that any Sacrifice is capable of re- 
ceiving. And this is what our Saviour Chriſ de- 
guickneth, or giveth Life and Power to the Sacrament. 
The Fleſb, or ſacramental Body of it ſelf, profiteth 
nothing. The words which I eat, or the Promiſes 
which I pronounce, are not only material viſible things, 
but they are Spirit, and they are Life, The out- 
ward Signs are full of inward Grace, So the Antients 
underſtood that 'Text ; and the Apoſtle ſeems clearly 
to ſpeak of the Cup in the Sacrament, and of the 
Communicants receiving it, when he ſays, VV have 
; all been made to drint into the ſame Spirit. And the 
; Primitive Church, in full Confidence of this Truth, 
| did always, after the Symbols had been offered as z 
Sacrifice to God, pray to him to accept of the Ob- 
lation, and look favourably on the Gifts, and cauſe 
the wm Spirit to deſcend on them: And by virtue 
of the Conſecration thus finiſhed by the ſpecial pre- 
ſence of the Spirit, the Euchariſt was alſo eſteemed 
a ſpiritual Sacrifice, as well as on another Account 
mentioned in the ſecond Diſcourſe Sect. 40. And 
the Sacrifice being thus conſecrated, was too holy a 
Thing to be treated as the Sacrifices of the Antients 
were, that is, to be laid on the Fire in whole or in 
part; but was entirely to be conſumed in the moſt ' 
1 honourable manner, that is, be wholly eaten and drunk, 
N by faithful People, in an Act of moſt ſolemn De- 
| 1 . e 
Selk. 14. And it was the univerſal Belief of the Antients, 
| that, by tre ſpecial Preſence of the Holy Spirit, the 
Bread and Cup were made the Body and Blood of 
Chri/t, ia Life and Power, as they were before in 
Figure or Repreſentation, As the natural Body of 
Chriſt was formed in the Womb by the overſhadow- 
| S 1 Cor, xi. 13. 3 
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ing of the Holy Glioſt ; ſo they expected and prayed, 
that, by the ration of the ſame Spirit, the Bread 
and Cup might be made the Body and Blood, in a 
more effettual manner than they were, when offered 
to God as mere Repreſentatives: And it was their 
certain Belief that the Bread, thus confecrated by the 
ſecret Influence of the Spirit, was the very Body of 
Obriſt in Power and Energy, and to all Intents and 
Purpeſes ot Religion,. and ſo far as it was poſſible for 
one thing to be mate another, without change of 
Subſtance. This was indeed no Article of their Creed, 
becauſe the. Creed was originally drawn not for 


- Communicants, but to be rehearſed by Perſons that 


were to be baptiaed or their Suretiess But it was an 
Article, to which all Communicants gave their Con- 


ſent ſo oft as they received. For the Prieſt of old 


ſaid, at the delivery of the Bread to every ſingle 
Communicant, The Body of Cbriſt And every 
Communicant anſwered Amen; by which he was 


underſtood to give his Conſant to what the Prieſt 


ſaid, And in the fame manner they acknowledged 
the ſacramental Cap to be the Blood of - Chry/t.- 
The Primitive Church believed not any Change of 
Sabſtance in the Saerament: For they ever affirmed 


the Bread and Wine to remain after Conſecration; 


but that, by the overſhadowing of the Holy Ghoſt; 
they were-Chrif's Body and Blood, not only by 
way of Type or Figure, but in real Power and Effect. 


And we are to obſerve, that in the Inftitution $27. 15. 
Chriſt ſays of the Bread, Thrs is my Body; ot the 


Cup or Wine, This is my Blond; without adding a- 
ny Words to - abate the Signification of that Ex- 
preſſion, He calls the facramental Bread my Fleſh 
Rye times in fix Verſes- in this Chapter, from which 
I' take my Text, beginning at verſe 5r, ending at 
verſe 56 : Nay, he calls it My Fb, which I will

captious Heaters he had, and that they were upon 
the point of deſerting him on this account; yet he

worthily received the Sacrament, that they were guilty 
of the body and blood of the Lord; and the fame. 


Apoſtle ſays of the Cup, that it is the Communion of 
oo blood of Chrift; and of the Bread, that it is the 
Communion of the body of Chriſt, without any mollify- 


ing Addition, We are not therefore to wonder, that 


the Primitive Church made this an Article of F aith, 
though not of their Creed. 

And the conſecrated Bread and Cup wing thus, 
by the ſerret Operation of the Holy Spirit, made 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt, did fully anſwer the 
CharaQtere, which Chriſt gives us of bis Fleſh and 
Blood in this 6th Chapter of St. John's Goſpel. 
When the Jews upbraid Chrift for not feeding them 
with Manna or Bread from Heaven, as Moſes by the 


divine Power had fed their Anceſtors, he replies ver. 


32. Moſes gave you not that Bread from Heaven, 
which beſt deſerves that Name ; he gave you not 
my Sacramenta! Fleſh ; but my Father is now about 
to give you the true Bread from Heaven. He calls 


his Sacramental Fleſh Bread from Heaven, for the 


fame reaſon that his Natural Fleſh might ſo be called ; 
becauſe both became what they were by the Power 
from on High, the Operation of the Holy Spirit, as 


bath before been hinted Set. 14. If the Baptiſm - 


of Fohn were | from Heaven, much more the Sac- 


raments of the Goſpel, Another Character, which 


Chrift gives of his Sacramental Fleſh and Blood, is,

Flaſh is true Meat, this Blood true Drink,” vir. 5 . 


By all chis, I conceive, our Saviour gives and repeats 
to us:'his Promiſe, chat his Sacramental Feb and 
Bliad ſhall be the moſt proper and efficacious means, 
to raiſe and preſerve in us all the Virtues of the 
Chriſtian Life, that they ſhall be to us Channels of 
divine Grace, and convey to us the Principles of 2 
happy Reæſurtection and of eternal Liſe. Another 
Quality of this Meat and Drink is, that he that duly 
uſes it, in the Words of our Saviour, dwelleth in 
me, an I in hin, ver. 56. There is the moſt per- 
ſect Agreement, F riendſhip, and Union betwixt Chriſt 
and ſuch. a Man; therefore ſuch a Man can never 
bunger or (thirſt, as it is in ver. 35. he cannot labour 
under ſpiritual Wants, being ſo richly: * 550 by 
this: Religious Feaſt. 

And the Caſe ih very plain, that the 11 ay Sacra- 
ment being a Feaſt upon à Sacrifice, a Feaſt upon 
the Sacrifice of Chriſt: Feſus, all the Effects and 


Merits of that all-ſufficient - Sacrifice are applied to 


thoſe, who duly communicate in this ſacred Feaſt. 
As therefore Pardon of Sin, divine Grace, and ever- 
laſting Happineſs are the Ends, for which the Sa- 


crifice of Chriſt and the Church was and is offeredʒ 
ſo Chrift, by making all his fincere Diſciples invite! 
Gueſts: at this Feaſt upon his Sacrifice, does thereby” 
make them Partakers of all | thoſe” Privileges na 
mentioned. And it is evident beyond all doubt, hat 
they, who according to the preſcribed Rules do offer, 
and join in feaſting upon, any Sacrifice offered by 


God's Appointment, are thereby received imo full Com- 


munion with God, and may depend upon him for the 


fulfilling his Covenant. (See Diſc. I. Sc. 16, 17, 18.)

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Since therefore Forgiveneſs of Sin, God's Grace, 
and endleſs Happineſs are the Articles by the Cove» 
nant eſtabliſhed through the Sacrifice of Cöriſt tobe 
granted to all, who take hold of this Covenant in 
ee that is, by eating his Fleſh 
and drinking his Blood z it is evident, that they who 
comply with theſe 'Terms, are entitled: to thoſe great 
and glorious Promiſes, are in all Reſpeſts one with

It is very eaſy and obvious to 
is here laid down, that Pardon of Sin, and divine 
Grace, and eternal Life are Rewards too great to 
de given to Men, merely for eating and drinking the 
Sacrament; and it is chiefly on this account, that 
feme great Men among the Proteflants have been 
willing to have this 4 Context underſtood of any 
thing, rather than of eating and drinking Chris“ 
Fleſh and Blood in a Sacramental manner. And it 
muſt be confeſt' to be very unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, 
that Chrift ſhould annex all the Bleſſings and Privileges 
of the Goſpel to a mere external Action: It muſt 
de owned, that nothing can de more contrary to the 


againſt what 


main Tenor of the Goſpel, than to ſuppoſe, that a 


Man, by eating with his Fellow - Chriſtiane, ſhould 
give himſelf a Right to all the Promiſes of God in 


His Son Chrift Feſus: But then it is to be remembred, 


that the Euchariſtical Bread is here ſpoken of b — 
Saviour, as che Bread of Gad, ver. 33. that 

o Sacrifice, and that for this reaſon Men ought — 
come to it with penitent Hearts and pious Diſpo- 


fitions. For this was ever a Law of Sacrifice. Fee 


Diſe. 2. Set, 38. 44. 45. and Diſc. 3. Sed. 12. 
And farther, our Saviour has prevented the force of 
this ObjeCtion in the very firſt words of his Diſcourſe 
on this Subject, I mean, in the words of my Text;; 
for he declares, that we muff labour for that Meat, 
that endureth to everlaſiing Life : And when his 
Hearers aſked him, what this Vork or Labour was

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which was required of them, his Anſwer was, #hey 
ſhould believe in Him tohom God had ſent. It is | 'F 
therefore evident, that Faith in Chriſt Fefus and his * 
Goſpel, or a fincere Conſent to all the Doctrines 9 
preached * is a Condition neceſſary to the * 
receivin 1 Fleſh and Blood. By explaining | 
this, 1 ſay all that need be ſaid to ſhew, 

III. How we ought to eat Chri/*s Fleſh, and 
_ his Blood, in the holy Communion : and 


1, There is one Condition, without which no Seck. 19. 
Man can have a juſt Right or Claim to this ſacred 
Meat, as hath been Juſt before hinted ; and this is a 
fincere Belief in Chi Jeſus as ſent by God. | 
They who affirm eating and drinking the Body and f 
Blood of Chriſt, to fignify nothing but Faith in 9 
him as crucified for us, muſt hy Conſequence allow, * 
that all the great Promiſes of eternal Life, Union 
with 'Chrift, and ſpiritual Satisfaction, as they were 
particularly explained in 84. 16. of this Diſcourſe, 
do belong to thoſe who do believe; therefore with 
much better reaſon may it be aſſerted, that they 
belong to thoſe who not only believe, but, in con- 
ſequence of their Faith, do comply with this great 
Inſtitution of Chriſt. And from this it appears, that 
it is not barely an external eating or feeding on the 
Sacrament, to which our Saviour hath promiſed all 
theſe Bleſſings ; but to them, who by a fincere Faith 
have qualified themſelves for the outward Action 
and for the inward Grace, As Labour does not 
only entitle Men to Wages, but quickens the Ap- 
petite, and ſtrengthens the Digeſtion of the Meat 
thereby earned; ſo Faith not only is the Condition 
neceſſary in order to obtain the Benefit of the Sacra- 
ment, but is likewife a proper Means to raiſe our 
Defires toward the Sacrament, and alſo make the 
Uſe of it effectual to the Ends intended. 
This is eſpecially true, if we confider Faith with Sec. 20. 
2 particular regard to hon Doctrine . the 
| 2 Cra 
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gacrament, delivered by Chriſt in this Chaptef. For 
he, whe by the Eye of Faith diſcerns the Body 
and Blood of his Redeemer, and receives them as 
given to God for the Sins of Men, (not in Sabſtance, 
but Myſtery) will certainly take heed, that he do not 
paſs any Contempt or Profanation upon ſuch ſacred 
Things, either by receiving them while he is in a 


State of Sin, or by committing any Indecency in his 
outward Behaviour, while be is performing ſo holy 


and ſolemn an Action. The Apoſtle aſſures us, that 


eats and drinks Damnation to himſelf *; and he hints 
the Reaſon of this in the next Words, namely, 
becauſe he diſcerns not the Lord's Body; that is, be 
wants that Faith or Belief of our Saviour's Words, 
whereby he ought to be affured that the Bread is 
Chri/i's Fleſh, and the Cup his Blood, to all Intents 


and Purpoſes of Religion. It is true, the Apoſtle 


by unworthy receiving in this Place, does particularly 
mean quarrelling, drawing Sides, or making Divifions 
among themſelves, and being actually drank +, or 
under the Effects of ſome leſſer Degrees of In- 
temperance, at the Place and Time of receiving. 
But the Reaſon there given why ſuch Men as thefe 
were condemned, extends to all that come to the- 


Sacrament, while they are under the Dominion of 
any Sin: For certainly he, who diſcerns the Lord's 


Body there to be received, will ſee juſt Cauſe to 
beware of all Sins as well as thoſe there mentioned 
It is true, the Sings there mentioned were more 


viſible, and therefore more ſcandalous, than many 
others. But it is unworthy of the Apoſtle to ſup- 


poſe, that he reprehended thoſe Sins only on account 
of the outward Offence given to Men: For it is the 
ward Filth and Defilement of wilſul Sin, that 
makes it damnable, much more than the outward 
Scandal. Our Saviour patticularly requires every 


* I Cor. Xt, 29. + 1 Cor. xi. 18, 21. 5 
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be who eats and drinks the Myſteries anworthily, 
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pere of bis to be reconeiled to his Brother, when 

he brings his Gifts to the Altar *; that is, to be 

free from all injurious Practices or Defigns toward 

other Men: And charges him, that if he remember 

ought that his Brother hath againſt him, he ſhould. 

not offer his Gift, though he had it ready to preſent: 

at the Altar. Now certainly any other wilful Crime 

ought to be be eſteemed as juſt an ObſtruQtion to the 

making our Offering at God's Altar, as an Injury 

done to another Man.

Much greater Reaſon have Chriſtians to a- 

void any unbecoming Actions, Words, and even 

Thoughts, while they are entertaining themſelves at 

ſo ſacred a Feaſt ; and not to induige themſelves in 

any Motions or Poſtures, that ew: a want of Res 

verence and Devotion. 

As Faith in Chrift, taken in it's wideſt Senſe, is a Seck. 22.
